It will be evident to those skilled in the art that the preferred embodiment provides 
for a video game system enabling print on demand cards.56. These cards can be utilized for 
a number of purposes. Firstly, the video game can, at certain predetermined levels, print out 
Q Cr a series of *brag cards 1 . These can provide a high-resolution picture that can only be 

achieved at a certain point in the game. The brag cards can be personalised with the game 
players name, score, chosen character, accumulated wealth or objects, etc. The cards could 
also include a photographic likeness where the video game arrangement includes an optional 
image sensor 55 fnot ohown) . With such an option, the brag cards could also be 
personalised with a photographic likeness mapping on to 3D characters etc.
